But was not W. T. Stead, the lite 
eslitor of the Review of Reviews, older than 
mvself when, after having kept away from 
theatres for years, he suddenly decided to 
Wisit them every night and become a 
dramatic critic ?

remark, ' Did you ever see such a crowd of 

in all your life ?"—a question that 
he accompanied with a merry 
that, though it had-crossed the 
before it reached me, remained the 
English. 

Shall Tada also that I was greatly amused 
by the way he alluded to Frenchmen, either 
when he mentioned the spectacnlar manner 
in which French athictes throw the hammer 
of pointed to the incapacity of the French 
to start their Parisian meetings at the time 
indicated hy the bells? When there were 
false starts, one after the other, the observ: 
tion immediately fizeled ont of his Hips, * It 
must, have heen a Frenchanan who has dane 
that? and be expressed the fear that the 
tarter might soon Jack ammunition.

Before I conclude, 1 suppose that you 
expect me to say, however slender my know- 
ledge in sporting matters, what 1 think of 
the defeat of the French. Well, T must 
frankly say T should have preferred to see 
them victors but, on the other hand, I was 
lad and surprised to notice that, if, on the 
whole, they remain greatly inferior to the 
Britishers, especially <0 far as staying-power 
is concerned, there are departments of sport 
in which they very strongly hold their own 
and even in some of the contests. where 
they have been beaten they were not so far 
behind their competitors. T shall not forget 
Mr. Abrahams’s amazement at-Mourlon's 
performance ; it has given me more hope 
in the destinies of France (even in the 
athletic domain, which never was one of 
our favourites) ‘than many elaborate com 
pliments. paid to us by indulgent and 
incompetent crities,
